“More than anything else, the men who are fighting 
for us want a chance after the war to pick up where 
they left off. The least we at home can do is to try to 
assure them that chance. Legislation of the Wagner 
variety (to socialize the medical profession) must not 
be permitted to pass at a time when so many of our 
profession are absent from the country on active duty. 
~They’re entitled to express themselves at least on a 
proposal that would, if adopted, revolutionize the 
practfce of their profession. . ... .”

The average citizen had little concern over taxes 
five years ago.
